SENATOR HILL CRITICISES THE 
POPULISTS. 


Statement of Mr. Allen Denounced as 
False By the New Yorker—Pros­ 
pects Good For An Early Adjourn­ 
ment of Congress—General Capital 


News. 
Washington, May 22.—Senator Hill 
criticised the populists in the senate 
Thursday. 
At 5 o’clock Mr. Butler 
(pop., N. C.) moved to take up his bill 
prohibiting the further issue of inter­ 
est-bearing bonds. Hill immediately 
moved an adjournment, securing a yea 
and nay vote in order to gain time. The 
motion to adjourn was defeated, where­ 
upon Chandler followed with a motion 
for an executive session. 
Pettigrew 
asked leave to offer a supplementary 
conference report on the Indian bill. 
The consent being given, Hill immedi­ 
ately demanded the full reading of the 
report. 
This was an unexpected move for 
delay, as the report was voluminous. 
The presiding officer, Mr. Faulkner, 
- of West Virginia, in the chair, ruled 
that Hill’s demand was irregular and 
directed the clerk to proceed with the 
reading of the report. Senators But­ 
ler, Stewart and Allen interposed a 
chorus of protests, but Mr. Hill re­ 
fused to yield. A heated colloquy oc­ 
curred between Hill and Allen, during 
which the former characterized a state­ 
ment of Senator Allen as false. For an 
hour roll-calls and calls of the senate 
obstructed business, a quorum disap­ 
pearing on most votes. A privileged 
conference report on the river and har­ 
bor bill, not including the California 
items, Was presented and agreed to. At 
6:30 it was evident that no action could 
be secured, as Senators were slipping 
away from the building, and Mr. But­ 
ler, author of the prohibitory bond bill, 
rose and stated that he would not in­ 
convenience senators any longer, but 
would continue the contest tomorrow.

years aggregated 
$51,814,723, to em­ 
ployes by reason of lockouts, $8,157,717; 
to

$34,163,- 
814; assistance to strikers by contribu­ 
tion, $4,430,595; total loss, $98,566,859. 
These figures represent the actual loss 
to the parties engaged and do not re­ 
present the enormous losses which 
came to the community by reason of 
such disturbances. Facts and figures 
of the last few years in regard to 
strikes and lockouts are not fully ac­ 
cessible. 
Some have estimated the 
loss caused by strikes in 1894 at $80,- 
000,000, while others put the figures at 
$100,000,000.

H ouse Passes th e B ill In th e Interest of 
W orkingm en. 
Washington, May 22.—A non-parti­ 
san commission of fifteen members to 
be appointed by the president to collate 
information and consider and recom­ 
mend legislation to meet the problems 
presented by labor, agriculture, and 
capital was authorized by the bill which 
passed the house Thursday in accord­ 
ance with favorable recommendations 
by the committee on labor. This in-1 
dustrial commission will be composed 
as follows: Five men each as repre­ 
sentatives of agriculture, business and 
labor respectively, but a majority shall 
not belong to any one of the political 
parties which took part in the last 
presidential election. 
After the ap­ 
pointment of this commission each di­ 
vision of five is authorized to choose or 
appoint two additional commissioners, 
making the whole number twenty-one, 
but no division shall make both of its 
appointments from the same political 
party. Power is given the president to 
remove any member of the commission 
for inefficiency, neglect of duty or mal­ 
feasance. 
This commission is to convene in 
Washington within sixty days after 
appointment by the president, and its 
duty will be to investigate questions 
pertaining to immigration, labor, agr! 
culture, and business, and recommend 
to congress such legislation as may be 
deemed best on these subjects.

AN EARLY ADJOURNMENT. 


Jan e 8 Is th e D ate on W hich Dissolu­ 
tion Is Expected. 
Washington, May 22.—A general 
opinion obtains here that congress will 
adjourn not later than June 8. 
The 
key to the situation is now in the hands 
of the senate. 
All the appropriations 
except the general deficiency, which is 
always held until the last moment, have 
now passed both houses. 
The others 
are in conference for the purpose of ad­ 
justing differences between the house 
and the senate. In most cases each bill 
is held up pending an agreement on 
some one matter. 
The 
fortifications 
bill was formally disagreed to by the 
house Thursday, but in this case the 
only question in dispute practically is 
whether all the money shall be expend­ 
ed at once or half of it shall go in the 
shape of contracts. The question of ap­ 
propriations to sectarian institutions is 
about all that holds up two other bills, 
the Indian and the District of Columbia! 
The sundry civil bill is well out of the 
woods except for small matters. 
There is a general feeling that the 
president will veto the river and harbor 
bill. He has not yet signed a bill for in­ 
ternal Improvements, and as the meas­ 
ure this year is so much larger than 
ever before, it is understood to be his 
intention to return it with his disap­ 
proval. 


BY POPULAR VOTE. 


North D akota W heat Crop Short. 
Duluth, Minn., May 22.—Grain re­ 
ceivers in this market have received 
reports during the past week from the 
entire wheat country in North Dakota. 
A consensus of interviews obtained to­ 
day indicates that the area sown to date 
in that state is equal to less than 50 per 
cent of the acreage sown a year ago. 
The reports range from 3 per cent in 
the Red River Valley to 70 per cent 
south of the international boundary. 
There is, at the most, hut one more 
week in which wheat seeding can be 
done with any promise of the crop’s 
maturing. 


B olin’s Sentence Suspended. 
Lincoln, Neb., May 23.—Attorneys 
appeared before the supreme court 
Thursday and applied for a suspension 
of the sentence of nineteen years in the 
penitentiary of Henry Bollin, convicted 
of embezzlement as city treasurer of 
Omaha. An order was made suspend 
ing the sentence pending a review of 
the case. Bail was fixed in the sum of 
$50,000.

I N C A RLISLE 'S S T A T E . 
Democrats are anxious about Ken­ 
tucky. 
Somebody has called the Blue 
Grass state the key of the contest for 
the control of the Chicago convention. 
Kentucky, as the home of Secretary 
Carlisle, the head of the financial arm 
of the government, is a highly import­ 
ant strategetio point in the democratic 
line. 
The president and the secretary 
are the sources of inspiration of the 
democratic sound money forces, and 
they made their influence felt in the 
o impaign in the secsetary’s state in 
1895. 
They dictated the platform of 
th at conventioh, but their aspirant 
t i t governor was less popular person­ 
ally than his opponent, Hardin, and he 
was beaten for the nomination. 
If 
the silver men carry the Kentucky 
convention this year it will be 
defeat of Carlisle in his own home, and 
will be considered by the sixteen-to- 
oae-men as the capture of the gold 
democrats’ citadel. 
This might have 
tremendous consequences. 
It could 
hardly fail to break the sound money 
line in the west and south, and would 
be likely to have a decisive effect in 
the Chicago convention. 
With all this in view the free coin­ 
ers are making an active canvass, and 
are impressing many speakers from 
other states into their service. 
Gov­ 
ernor Stone of Missouri, has already 
thrown 
himself 
into 
the 
breach, 
and 
Senator 
Vest 
and 
ex* Representative 
Bland, 
it 
is 
reported, are soon to join him. Vir­ 
ginia and one or two other states are 
also exp a ated to be represented on 
the stump by some of their best ora­ 
tors. 
It is safe, of course, to ascribe 
much of the airy confidence of the 16 
to I men to the exaltation and gen­ 
eral extravagance common to extrem­ 
ists in any cause, but it is only just to 
say at the same time that they are 
conducting their campaign with rare 
earnestness and intelligence. 
On the other hand, the sound money 
democrats seem to be in a dazed and 
demoralized condition. 
Things have 
gone against them so thick and fast 
during the past week th at they seem 
uaable to recover themselves and make 
any organized effort to stem the silver 
tide. 
They declare vehemently, how­ 
ever, that a bolt of the entire gold ele­ 
ment of the party will follow any 
wavering on the financial question. 
All in all, Kentucky politics bids fair 
to be interesting.

Later on, the surviving brother claims, 
a stranger who had been at the meet­ 
ing of the Modern Woodmen, joined 
them, and that this stranger and 
Frank Howe left him, and walked on | 
down the road together. 
Found In His Blood 
I 
That was the last that was seen of 
this young man, until this morning 
hiB body was found. 
There was a 
bullet hole in his head, the ball hav­ 
ing entered the back of his head, and 
come out over the eye. 
At first the suicide theory was 
adopted as correct, but when it was 
learned that the wound could not 
have been self-in dieted, and that no 
stranger had attended the Modern 
Woodmen’s meeting, the people be­ 
came much excited. 
Several people 
are under strict watch, and the feeling 
runs high. 
Young Howe was quite well known 
in the eastern part of Rock county, as 
he lived just across the line. 
The 
Walworth county authorities are in­ 
vestigating the case, and some sensa 
tional developments are expected be­ 
fore long.

From the Boston Journal of Com* 
merce: It is not generally known, even 
in California, that millions of dollars 
are annually taken from rude heaps of 
base-looking quartz by the flowing of 
water over huge piles of broken rocks 
that contain the precious metal.

The spark­ 
ling liquid, which flows over hundreds 
of tons of quartz, trickles through the 
mines and seeks its level, laden with 
gold, is charged with a deadly poison, 
cyanide of potassium, a drug which fer­ 
rets out the minutest particles of the J 
yellowish metal and dissolves them and 
brings the precious burden to the vats 
for conversion into refined gold again. 
The cyanide process is af noiseless and 
unerring as the laws of gravitation. The 
method is based on the fact that even 
a very weak solution of 
cyanide of 
potassium dissolves gold 
or 
silver, 
forming respectively auro-potassic cy* 
anide and argento-potassic cyanide. The 
solution is separated from the solid ma* 
terial and the gold and silver are pre* 
cipitated in metallic form. During the 
last five years the process has been in­ 
troduced into almost every gold field in 
California 
and 
elsewhere, and more 
than $20,000,000 has been recovered by 
the gentle flow of the waters charged 
with the magical chemical. 
Precipitation is effected by the use of 
fine pieces of zinc, so arranged that 
when the rich waters flow over them 
the fine gold clusters in rich deposits 
over the zinc, for which it has an affin­ 
ity. The gold deposits itself in the form 
of fine dust on the plates of zinc.
